Bar Hill School 
English-German-Hungarian 
“Esperanto Exchange” 24"- 28" April 2009 

Our school children have recently been hosting German 
and Hungarian children and their families as part of a 
two-year, European-Union-funded programme giving 
children the opportunity to learn Esperanto. 
This constructed language, developed by Zamenhof in 
1887, was intended to serve as an easy to learn, interna- 
tional language that fostered peace. It is also a useful 
“springboard” to provide the learner with confidence and 


basic skills with more traditional languages. 

The programme began with our school visiting Herz- 
berg in Germany last summer, so it was wonderful to 
meet up with these families and to make friends with 
the Hungarian group that have now become part of the 
exchange. Highlights of this trip included a trip to 
London, a punting tour of Cambridge and a trip to 
Spymasters for the children which involved solving 
clues in four languages! 

Kevin, the school’s chef, did us proud with a “full 
English” breakfast for the children, also with an 
evening barbeque for all the host families. The finale of 
the visit saw the children singing and performing, again 
in four languages, to host families and local dignitaries, 
followed by a wonderful buffet provided by the Head 
Chef at Robinson College. 

Many life-long friendships have been established 
through the exchange and we look forward to the next 
steps of the programme, beginning with a visit to 
Hungary in the autumn, then a further exchange to 
Germany in the spring.

UNDERAGE DRINKERS — DRINK SUPPLIED 
TO YOUNG PEOPLE BY PARENTS 


In line with the new neighbourhood panel priority, 
patrols were undertaken on foot on Friday night (22 
May) in Bar Hill. A group of young people were 
spoken to on the recreation ground about underage 
drinking, their alcohol taken from them and poured 
away. All the alcohol we found came from parents 
supplying their children. This obviously had a detri- 
mental effect on the welfare of these children and a 
knock on effect for residents living around the recrea- 
tion ground. I only mention this as there has been 
concern about local stores allowing children to buy 
alcohol. (Please be reminded that supplying alcohol to 
a minor is punishable with a £80 fine or court, even if 
it’s your own child). We have contacted all parents of 
those involved. 

Unfortunately one young person was arrested for a 
public order offence and taken away to prevent any 
further problems. 


The Bar Hill Massive Youth Project Trust 
A few years ago the Bar Hill Massive Youth Project 
Trust was set up with the aim of improving youth 
provision in the village. The Trust is now working 
closely with the Locality Youth Team 
(Cambridgeshire County Council) to develop youth 
activities in the village. 
There is now a junior club on Wednesday evening, a 
Thursday evening session (which we hope will 
become a youth café) and a Friday drop-in session 
after school. 
The Trust's Annual General Meeting will be held at 
8 pm on Wednesday 8 July in the Farmhouse 
(come and see what it's like inside). We would love 
people from the community to come and hear about 
the activities of the Trust, find out what the youth 
want themselves and what activities are planned for 
the next year.

Why break in when you can help 
yourself? If your keys are on display life is 
made even easier. Not only will they be able to 
open your doors: they may well take your car 
from the drive, loading it up before they go! 
What can you do? Think like a burglar. Look 
through your letter boxes and animal flaps. 
What you can see they see they can see. What 
you can grasp they may take and remember, if 
you can get in without forcing entry so can 
they. Also, let your neighbours know and 
report any suspicious activity straight away.
